DISASTER COUNCIL DISCUSSES 
IDEA OF COMMUNITY SHELTERS 


Civil defense in case of nuclear bomb or missile attack 
received a specific boost Monday night when the Civil 
Defense and Disaster Council met in Council Chambers 
and decided that the primary question is building shelters 
to protect Sierra Madre’s 10,000 inhabitants from fallout 
and, if possible, detonation effects. 

Secondarily, but vital also, are considerations of fi¬ 
nance and remodeling of the present Disaster Plan, the 
latter based on premises of evacuation rather than use of 
shelters, and now partially obsolete. 

Out of the discussion emerged the idea of community 
shelters which can be built at Sierra Madre’s street inter¬ 
sections, the cost of which might reach $1 millon to be 
paid for by the people through regularly constituted assess¬ 
ment districts.

of the Sierra Madre City Code is 
hereby amended to read as fol¬ 
lows:

SACRAMENTO (CTiS) — 
When members of the As¬ 
sembly Interim Committee 
on Livestock and Dairies 
want a nice weekend on the 
taxpayers’ money, they 
manage to do it up in fine 
style. 

Chairman Frank P. Belot- 
ti, R-Eureka, announced the 
committee of 12 members 
will meet Oct. 4 and 5 in 
Anaheim, on Oct. 4 at the 
Disneyland Hotel and on 
Oct. 5 at the Anaheim Bowl. 

Members are paid $25 per 
day expenses, plus 12% 
cents a mile for travel. Ex¬ 
penses alone will cost the 
taxpayers $600 if all the 
members attend, while the 
travel allowance is uncer¬ 
tain until the meeting is 
over. Belotti alone stands to 
collect for more than 1,000 
miles of travel for the week- 
end special. 

JUST WHAT connection 
Disneyland has with milk 
control hasn’t been ex¬ 
plained, although it might 
be supposed the livestock 
and dairies committee is go¬ 
ing south to learn how to 
milk the public with even 
more enthusiasm than it has 
in the past. 

This is the committee that 
is wined and dined during 
the Legislature by the “milk 
trust," as it has control of 
all legislation which per¬ 
mits the “trust” to operate, 
and which controls the pro¬ 
cedures under which the 
state fixes milk prices in 
California. 

One of the subjects the 
committee will consider, ac¬ 
cording to Belotti, will be 
the purchase of colored oleo¬ 
margarine for state institu¬ 
tions. At present, there are 
restrictions on buying this 
product for serving to wards 
of the state Instead of but¬ 
ter, which is a product of 
the “milk trust.” 

FOR MANY YEARS, the 

“milk trust” has waged a 
war on oleomargarine. For 
many years, if thrifty house¬ 
wives wanted to use this 
product instead of butter, 
they were forced to spend 
hours mixing in the color. 

But during World War II, 
Assemblyman Ed Gaffney 
D-San Francisco, obtained 
passage of a bill which per¬ 
mitted sale of oleo in the 
adored pounds. Thus, one 
victory was won in favor of 
free enterprise and free com¬ 
petition between products. 

But there still is a law in 
this state that if a restau¬ 
rant wants to serve oleo¬ 
margarine, it must put up a 
sign saying so, despite the 
fact that many people, some 
of them under doctor’s care, 
have been Instructed to use 
the product instead of butter 

CONSEQUENTLY, the bet¬ 
ter restaurants don’t handle 
the product at all, and it is 
not available even when 
asked for by the customer, 
[f the committee happens to 
be interested in the welfare 
of the public, it might dis¬ 
cuss repeal of this outdated 
measure during its Disney¬ 
land weekend.

Most property is assessed 
by counties. Railroad and 
utility properties, however, 
are assessed by state agen¬ 
cies for collection by the 
counties. By precedent 31 
states assess utilities at a 
higher rate than that ap¬ 
plied by county assessors. 
In California county assess¬ 
ment is based on 25 per cent 
of total value and the state 
utility assessment on 46 per 
cent (prior to 1959 on 50 per 
cent).

Coke said that it is no 
longer possible to sit back 
and say the duty of a recre¬ 
ation commission or duty as 
a citizen is to see that we 
have grass, trees and picnic 
benches. “Such areas,” he 
contended, “have no draw¬ 
ing power for the large ma¬ 
jority of children, but I feel 
that a combination of rest¬ 
ful and active facilities can 
be accomplished through 
proper planning. 

“FEES CAN be collected 
for various activities in pub¬ 
lic parks. These must be 
made under designation of 
a maintenance fee. They 
should be made to sound as 
if they were a donation but 
actually they are for obtain¬ 
ing use of the facility. There 
is always some plan for get¬ 
ting money back, possibly 
not always from the public,
